These ladies are doing this and 
all other tasks for the Red Cross 
cheerfully and willingly. It la not 
an enviable task to make this 
canvass. Please receive them 
gracJouely and be generous with 
your subscription. 

"Earn canvasser holds an Iden- 
tification permit card signed on 
behalf of the national Red Cross 
by H. K, Lambert, No one is 
authorized to solicit funds who 
does not bold a permit, so beware 
of strangers calling who claim to 
represent the Red Cross. 

"Without in any way suggesting 
criticism of past subscriptions it is 
sometimes questioned whether 
donors give the desired considera- 
tion to the needs of the Red Cross 
Society and the wonderful work In 
whfcfa they are engaged, when one 
atops to think that the Red Cross 
is the only agency through which 
our prisoners of war can be reached 
and the the splendid work being 
done in this connection alone, and 
again their work in tracing missing 
men and all other agencies that the 
society undertake. 

"Do we on the home front support 
this organization to the extent we 
should, considering It Is primarily. 



for our own men and women over- 
seas? Does the following analysis 
suggest that we are doing what we 
should or that we are making any 
sacrifice compared with that which 
our men and women overseas axe 
prepared to give? 

These figures taken from the 
last campaign show that 147 people 
contributed less than $1, 432 con- 
tributed 11. 243 people contributed 
$2, 47 people contributed $3, ten 
people contributed 120, 32 people 
contributed $5, 66 people contributed 
$10, 14 people contributed $15, 15 
people contrbiuted $20, 32 people 
contributed $25, three people con- 
tributed $50, one person contributed 
$100. nine people contributed over 
$100. 

"From this It will be seen that 
673 of us gave leas than $5 per year, 
less than two cents a day toward 
the comforts and in many cases the 
very lives of our men and women 
in the services. 

"Remember there is only one 
appeal each year and while every 
contribution regardless of amount 
is gratefully received, are the 
majority of us doing what we 
should? 

-Two dollars and fifty cents will 
pay for one prisoner of war parceL 
That means that one parcel which 
we undertake to supply is for one 
year. Many people possibly do not 
know that they can subscribe for 
more during the campaign than 
they are able to pay at gnce. Xf 
you desire, your contributions can 
be paid monthly or quarterly 
throughout the year, 

"It Is suggested that every wage 
earner give one day's pay. The 
local committee recommend this 
for your consideration. 

"Newmarket has 215 young men 
and women overseas. Most of us 
have relatlits or friends over there 
or preparing to go over. The de- 
mands on the Red Cross for the 
coming year for these men and 
women will be tremendous. Let us 
show that we are 100 percent behind 
them. L*t us all aim to increase 
our contributions. 

"Remember. Don't wait to be 
asked. Give voluntarily. The heed 
grows. 

"Give a day's pay. The need is 
urgent. 

"Send a prisoner of war parcel, 
J2.50. 

"The Red Cross serves navy. 
armv, atr force, merchant marine. 

The Red Cross must be there 
and is there. Are you?"

Although wounded and taken 
prisoner at Dieppe, this will be 
his first birthday in Germany, 
and only his sixth anywhere. 
Reason is that he was born on 
Feb. 29. 

If Sgt. Evans has a birthday 
party it will probably be cheer- 
ed and kindled with a Red Cross 
food parcel. 

Sgt. Evans has said so many 
nice things about the Red Cross 
that the annual campaign might 
well have been started on Tues- 
day, instead of Monday, 

Here are some of the things 
Sgt. Evans has written (Sept. 5, 
1942): "Please get in touch with 
the Red Cross and find out de- 
tails regarding parcels, both 
food and clothing and then send 
them on, as we depend more* 
than anything else on them, 
believe me. My viewpoint re- 
garding the work of the Red 
Cross has been considerably 
broadened since coming here. 
They are doing a wonderful 
work and deserve all the assist- 
ance possible." 

Sept. 19, 1942: "Four of us 
group together and share the 
Red Cross parcels, which our 
group gets twice weekly, and 
thank God for them too." 

Oct. 4, 1942: "Becoming quite 
a cook. You should taste our 
'Stalag puddings.* They arc 
real good too, made up of con- 
tents of Red Cross parcels. 
Don't know what we'd do with- 
out the Red Cross issues." 

Jan. 10, 1943: "We still are 
chained up daily and this life is 
no picnic. The Red Cross 
lightens our burdens." 

Feb. 6, 1943 (in convalescent 
part of camp): "Had half a Can- 
adian Red Cross parcel this 
week and it sure was nice to 
taste Canadian food again. 
Please, Mother, every chance 
you get thank the Red Cross." 

Feb. 21, 1943: "A new ruling 
has come through and we now 
get a whole Red Cross parcel 
each week. This sure helps a 
whole lot to fill the hole." 

Dec. 19, 1943: "We are in a 
fair position this week. We are 
all to receive a whole Red Cross 
parcel for next week for Christ-

NEW BOOKS 

FOR A NEW REGIME 

Premier Drew's reorganization of the depart- 
ment of education indicates that he intends to 
db something about election promises to provide 
equal opportunities of education for all according 
to ability, to improve teaching standards and 
aims, and to lift half the cost of education off 
real estate. 

The public will be glad that he mentioned the 
seed for improving teachers* salaries. It is 
probably unfortunate that teachers 9 salaries are 
set by the local community. School boards are 

usually appreciative of teachers' worth but they 
are subject to the criticism of citizens who do 
, not like public employees to be earning more 
than themselves. 

The teacher's job is as important as the doctor's, 
although the teacher can practise her profession 
with only two years of professional training 
compared with the doctor's six. It isn't enough 
to say that particular teachers are being paid all 
that they "are worth. The present-day scale of 
teachers' salaries determines to a considerable 
extent who the teachers of tomorrow will be. If 
the community doesn't express its appreciation 
•f the importance of the teacher's job by paying 
food salaries, boys and girls of exceptional 
ability cannot be expected to enter the pro- 
fession, and our schools do need exceptional 
ability. 

Ever since CoL Drew began to discuss from 
the public platform his ideas about what and how 
should teach we have been wondering. 
do not believe that the schools should be 
to foster the ideas of an individual nor the 
of a whole party of individualists, nor the 
of a whole party of socialists (and we are 
wure that Premier Drew would agree with us in 
•he latter thought). Whether there should be 
aaore (Premier Drew's viewpoint) or less dis- 
cipline in the schools should not be decided by 
ballot Somebody has to decide what is to be 
taught in the schools of course, and we all have 
a right as individuals to express our opinions on 
that subject, and to try to gain support for our 
•pinions, hut we believe that professional 
educationists should make the decisions and 
receive directions from the minister of educa- 
nor any elected person. 
Premier Drew said: "The aims of education 
emphasize the development of personal 



character, and a sound attitude toward the 
community, the nation, the British Common- 
wealth and humanity. In fulfilling this purpose 
textbooks play a vitally important part It is 
important to ensure the soundness and the 
appropriateness of any new texts that may be 
adopted, and of those now in use." 

Who is to say what is a "sound'* attitude? 
Surely Premier Drew means his own attitude. 
Has he chosen as the reorganizers of the depart- 
ment of education men whose ideas correspond 
with his own, or has he chosen able men, regard- 
less of party, or denomination or racial origin, 
without concerning himself too much about 
whether they think as he does! Are the seven 
all Liberals and Conservatives, or is there 
perhaps one little C.C.Fer included? Or are the 
"group of seven" who are to make our children 
better citizens not interested in public affairs? 

Premier Drew would be among the first to 
object if the C.C.F. were to come into power in 
Ontario and to announce that it was going to 
review and change textbooks to make sure that 
they were "sound" Ontario has just come 
through a period of changing textbooks, under 
the leadership of the late Dr. Duncan McArthur 
(when deputy-minister), regarded as an able 
educationist and a "sound" citizen. We know 
little of the textbooks which he and his associates 
chose, but it seems to us strange that it should 
now be necessary to go to the expense of adopt- 
ing any considerable number of new textbooks. 
Are we to have new textbooks with every 
change of government?

ilE ATTENTION of alt employers in Canada, subject to 
the Wartime Wages Control Order 19i3 (P.C 9384), is 
directed to the provisions of the Order requiring them to 
establish for each of their occupational classification^ not 
above the rank of foreman, a single wage rate or range of wage 
rates as prescribed by the rule* set out in Schedule "A" of the 
Order by adding to the previous authorized single wage rate or 
previous authorized range of wage rates the amount of previous 
authorized cost of Jiving bonus, and that such established single 
wage rate or range of wage rates shall be effective for the first 
payroll period beginning on or after February 15> 1944. 

Employers who may not be paying previous authorized cost of 
living bonus as required by General Orders of the National War 
Labour Board, issued under dates of August 4 t 1942, and Novem- 
ber 3, 1943, pursuant to the provisions of the Wartime Wages 
Control Order, P.C. 5963, are required to include such amounts 
of cost of living bonus in the establishment of wage rates of tbetr 
employees under P.C. 93S4 effective for the first payroll period 
beginning on or after February 15, 1944, as stated.

away. 

"1 thought at first that some of 
my friends were playing a joke on 
nje," stated the witness. "But 
when the truck kept on going I 
realized that it wasn't a Joke." 

The witness said that he "hailed" 
a car and followed the stolen truck 
south on Yonga St The car in 
which he was riding drew up beside 
the truck and, as he got out of 
the car, the defendant turned the 
truck and headed north. Sgt- Rule 
said that he then "hailed" a 
vehicle going in that direction and 
followed the truck again. Some 
distance along the highway they 
forced the defendant to the side 
of the road. 

"Did he give any explanation?" 
asked the magistrate. 

"Yes, he said that his mother was 
sick," replied the witness. 

Constable Fisher Dunham 
Aurora, told his worship that he 
had learned about the Incident on 
Feb. 8. He brought the defendant 
to the police station, where the 
latter, in the presence of another 
police officer, gave a statement in 
which he admitted taking the truck. 

The officer informed Magistrate 
Woodliffe that the youth had been 
convicted In Newmarket police 
court on Nov. 30 of lost year on a 
similar charge and had been 
placed on probation for one year. 

**I might say. that I got this man 
a job in the shoe factory in 
Aurora/' stated Chief Dunham. 
"He quit the Friday night before 
the truck Incident. He had no 
reason to quit. It was a good job 
and good money. I don't know 
whether it is that he can't hold a 
job or won't hold it." 

The crown stated that the 
defendant had been convicted In 
September, 1942, on a charge of 
retaining crown property, 

"The authorities have been very 
lenient with you," his worship told 
the youth. "You had your chance 
and you just threw It away. I am 
sentencing you to six months 
definite and an Indefinite term not 
to exceed three months in the 
Ontario Reformatory, the sentence 
to date from the day you were 
taken Into custody. When you 
come out, sec that you behave 
yourself. Taking a car without the 

consent of the owner doesn't pay." 

Found guilty on a charge of 
\ Illegal possession of liquor. Herman 
John Morrison, Pickering, was 
fined $10 and costs or ono month 
In jail.

A. Offet, Newmarket military 
camp, was fined $10 and costs or a 
month in jail. 

Chief Constable Fisher Dunham, 
Aurora, testified that on Feb. 13, 
at 2.30 a.m., he had received a 
telephone call from an Aurora lady 
that a soldier was trying to get 
Into her house. When he arrived 
at the house, ho found the 
defendant with two bottles of beer 
in his pocket. 

'1 asked him about the beer, but 
he was quite muddled," stated the 
officer. 

Chief Dunham went on to say 
that Mr. Murray of Aurora told him 
that tho defendant was one of a 
group of girls and boys ho had 
put out of his 'hotel that evening 
because they wore causing a dis- 
turbance. 

The witness said that tho soldier 
had gone from tho hotel to the 
house. The soldier said that he was 
19 years' old.

This building was remodelled 
at a cast of $28,500 and reopened 
in February. 1912. This church 
building is one of the largest in 
North York. It is now known as 
Trinity United church, and is 
free of debt, with a membership 
of over 700,

justified the conclusion that he is 
not Si fit and proper person to hold 
the office of constable. 

-2. As the territory of Constable 
Watt of the York county police 
department includes part of Whit- 
church township and as he saw fit 
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clerk of the magistrate's court at 
Newmarket ; Constable Robert 
Windsor; John Hamilton, who is 
a partrfer of Albert Scigel in the 
juke-box and slot-machine business, 
and Sam Mintz. owner and distribu- 
tor of juke-boxes and pinball 
machines. 

M I think it also proper to note 
here that a marked lack of 
reasonable memory on tbe part of 
some witnesses was noticeable. 
These two factors contributed 
substantially in prolonging the 
inquiry beyond the time it other- 
wise would have taken.** 

"One of the few independent 
witnesses who testified was William 
T. Evans, a past president of 
Mussclman's Lake Ratepayers' 
Association." "Hamilton then offer- 
ed Mr. Kvans the best suit of clothes 
in Toronto if Mr. Evans could get 
the machines back for him. 
Hamiiton denied saying this, but 
I have no hesitation accepting Mr. 
Evans' evidence as beJng substan- 
tially true." 

"It Is of course clear that if 

Windsor's account of what 
happened that night is correct, an 
attempt to commit an Indictable 
offence, namely, bribery, was made 

by Hamilton upon Windsor and 
that suoh offence was repeated 
later the same evening at Windsor's 
garage. It may also be true. If 
Constable Watt's evidence is 
accepted, that Mintz made an 
attempt to bribe Windsor. How- 
ever, there is no corroboration in 
either instance and both are 
denied." 

"I find that in the absence of 
any corroboration I cannot conclude 
that an attempt was made to bribe 
him by either Hamilton or Mintz. 
However, I hasten to add that from 
all the circumstances surrounding 
this meeting, there is little doubt 
in my mind as to Its purpose, which 
was for Hamilton or Mintz. or 
both of them, to attempt to make 
a deal with Constable Windsor for 
the return of the slot-machines. 

"Constable Watt's mistake in this 
instance was In attending the 
meeting at all and Constable 
Windsor's mistake was not only in 
attending but also in not taking a 
definite stand against interference 
but on the contrary giving the 
operators some hope that a deal 
could be made." 

"The evidence before me with 
respect to the opening of the 
machines and the removal 
therefrom of $58. while being con- 
tradictory and corroborated only in 
part, is, of course, of such a serious 

nature that T think It desirable that 
it should be made the subject of 
Investigation under the direction of 
the county crown attorney with 
the view of ascertaining whether or 
not the facts warrant the taking of 
criminal proceedings against Mintz 
and Windsor, or either of them." 

"The practice followed is in my 
opinion open to criticism at every 
stage from the time of seizure to 
that of destruction. From tho 
manner in which gaming devices 
are handled by court officials and 
police officers it is easy to see how 
such a rumor as that which 
disturbed Constable Windsor and 
the Whitchurch township council 
could get abroad. While the 
evidence fell short of being 
completely satisfactory, there was 
none whatever which gave any 
color of truth to the rumor," 

"To Illustrate the long delays 
above mentioned the following 
examples may be cited. One group 
of four machines was destroyed on 
March 22, 11H0. and $13.48 recovered 
from them by Chief Constable 
Stuart. This money was turned 
over to Mr. Mills tho same month 
nnd kept In his office safe until 
Dec 30. 1W3, when It was deposited 
In the magistrate's bank account. 
Another example In point Is that 
on April 11, 1011, a group of three 
machines was destroyed and $1-1.20 

recovered hy Chief Stuart, which 
was retained by him until April 7. 
1S*2, when it was turned over to 
Mr. Mills. Mr. Milts kept this 
money in his office safe until Doc. 
30, 1913. Theso facts speak for 
themselves." 

••If Selgel"* account of his meeting 
with Provincial Constable Rellly is 
true. It discloses a breach of eiders 
on the part of Rellly which would 
of course make him liable to 
disciplinary action. However, Rellly 
resigned from the provincial police 
on Nov. X8, 1W3, nnd X understand 
is now in the armed forces. Con- 
sequently no action can ho taken 
by me agnlnat him, which certainly 
would have been the case If he 
were still a member of tho force." 
Recommendations were: 
**1. In my opinion Constable 
Windsor's conduct In the Davles* 
case, particularly his admissions as 
to the tampering of the machines, 
his conduct at tho inquiry In with- 
holding the true facts for* a time, 
and because he allowed himself to 
becomo Involved In negotiations 



to become involved in the events 
which resulted in this inquiry. I 
feel that it is proper that I should 
make note of his conduct with 
respect to his presence in uniform 
at the meeting at Hoskin's place. 
On his own admission he attended 
for the purpose of getting a drink. 
Suffice it to say that thi3 fraterniz- 
ing with those whom he knew to be 
in the slot-machine business, and 
who obviously were endeavoring by 
every means possible to recover 
their machines, cannot in my 
opinion be regarded as proper 

conduct. 

"3. As the York county police 
department operates in Whitchurch 
township and is available whenever

required, about the only need for] Leggitt. 
township constables is for patrol 
duty and to direct traffic at the 
two summer resort areas of Mussel- 
man's Lake and Wilcox Lake. 

"Although the existing system 
of dual responsibility for policing 
th* township and the use of un- 
trained part-time constables by the 
township is far from ideal, never- 
theless the system has operated 
with apparent satisfaction to the 
public for many years. 

•"Chief Constable Stuart is not a 
high constable within the meaning 
of the Constables Act. Consequently 
he has no power of supervision over 
township constables such as is given 
to high constables under section 
ten of that Act. Constable Windsor, 
backed by the township council, 
was therefore justified in refusing 
to act on Chief Stuart's request to 
turn the Davies machines over to 
him. although to have done so 
would have been In accord with the 
usual practice in York county for 
many years. 

"A. I do not know why or how the 
practice grew up for independent 
municipal police forces, functioning 
within their municipal limits, to 
turn over gaming devices con- 
fiscated as a result of their work 
to Chief Stuart for destruction by 
him. I know nothing to justify this 
practice. It is not only advisable 
but it is also practical for these 
municipal forces to remain In 
control of their cases from begin- 
ning to end, subject of course to 
such assistance being given by other 
jurisdictions as may be required. 
Surely the officers, who make the

"5. As the trouble in this instance 
has been caused in some measure 
by the fact that unbusinesslike 
methods have been employed with 
respect to gaming devices from 
the time of the seizure to the time 
of destruction, T feel It may be 
helpful to set out a method of 
proceeding which. If put into 
practice, would tend toward better 
taw enforcement nnd avoid the 
likelihood of criticism being levelled 

at police officers." 

(This procedure Is then outlined 
in detail). 

"0. As already mentioned, the 
three slot-machines seized by Con- 
stable Windsor at Davies' dance 
hall are now locked up in the 
municipal building. Newmarket. In 
the custody of Chief Constable 

.Sloss. 

"As this situation Is most unusual, 
it Is difficult to propose a proper 
and at the same time practical 
solution for the disposal of these 
machines. However, I suggest, as 
Chief Constable Sloss has actual 
custody at the present time, tbat 
he should net In this matter in 
place of Constable Windsor nnd 
that he. through tho local crown 

attorney, should apply forthwith 
to the magistrate for an order for 

the destruction of these machines. 

The order should be executed by 
Chief Sloss in the presence of an 
accredited representative of Whit- 
church township council. The 
procedures outlined In recommenda- 
tion five should be followed Ri 
closely as possible. . 

"I have every confidence In Chief 
Constable Sloss 1 ability to discharge 
this responsibility In the best 

Interests of proper law enforce- 
ment."

Asked to tell something of his 
experiences, he described a 
"day's work," from 3 p.m., when 
the airman is advised that there 
is to be a raid, until return. 

"It's a grand sight to see air- 
craft taking off at minute inter- 
vats," he said. "When you come 
back you may have to wait. half 
an hour before you get permis- 
sion to land. 

"I have gone back to Hamburg 
three nights in succession" he 
said. "I was in the first "two 
raids on Hamburg. I was in 
hospital for the third, when our 
whole squadron was wiped out. 

"The raid I happened to be 
wounded in was on Bremen," he 
said. Fighters attacked his bomber, 
and one "got our whole fuselage 
from nose to tall." The wireless 



operator got three bullets in hi* 
abdomen and the rear gunner was 
killed. 

The tail of the plane was sel 
afire and the observer put out tha 
blaze with fire extinguishers and 
coffee handed to him by Rowe. 

"Our intercommunication system 
was put out of order, and we 
couIdn f t talk to each other." Pilot 
Officer Rowe said. "Our radio was 
out and our wheels were out of 
order. When we got back we pre- 
pared for a crash landing. Just 

before we landed our port motor 

fell off. We made a belly landing. 

"Our crew has written off three 
aircraft, two to the Junk-heap and 
one to the bottom of the North Sea. 
They cost half a million dollars. Bo

SCARLET FEVER 



<The purpose of this scries of 
articles Is to acquaint parents, 
teachers and children with the 
spread, early symplorts. control 
measures and preventive treatment 
of some of the more common com- 
municable diseases. 

<This, the second prepared 
by Caroline D. Edwards, the health 
convenor of the Newmarket Home 
and School Association* deals with 
-carlet fever. The material is con- 
densed from an Ontario department 
of health bulletin.) 

Scarlet fever is caused by a germ 
which usually lodges in the nose 
and throat.' It is spread when these 
cerms are expelled in coughing, 
sneezing and forcible talking. The 
cerms are present In even th^ 
smallest particles of saliva in 
sufficient numbers to infect any- 
one who may be close to the per- 
5on who Is developing or suffering 
from the disease. 

The germs may live for a con- 
siderable time after leaving the 
nose and throat. When deposited 
upon dishes, spoons, forks, pens, 
and pencils, etc., or upon the hands 
thev may survive for some time. 

The early symptoms of this 
disease ar« sore throat, vomiting 
and fever. Usually within 21 hours 
after the first signs of illness the 
typical rash apears— first on the 
neck and upper parts of the body, 
and gradually extends all over the 
body. The rash Is bright red in 
color and lasts from two to four 
days. About one week after the 
rash has faded, the outer layer of 
skin commences to peel off. 

Scarlet fever varies considerably 
In its severity. Cases sometimes 
occur In which the child is only 
mildly ill. and unless a close watch 

rs kept, the characteristic rash may 
not be noticed. 

The Incubation period of scarlet 
fever, meaning the time which 
elapses between the entry of the 
germ and the first sign of Illness 
E* usually from three to five days, 
but sometimes as long as seven 
davx. 

The duration of the disease 
varies considerably. (depending up- 
on the virulence of the germ and, 
to some extent, the resistance of 
the Individual). The patient is 
iiMiallv til from three to four weeks. 
Therefore, the period of Isolation 
has been set at 2H days. 

All articles which have been In 
intimate contact with the patient 
should be carefully disinfected; 
tho^e which rannot possibly be dis- 
infected should he destroyed if so 
ordered by the physician. 

It Is always essential to Isolate a 
person sick with scarlet fever. By 
isolation we mean removing him to 
a room where he will he kept apart 
from others. Isolation makes It 
easier to take those precautions 
necessary for disinfection. 

Serious complications Involving 
kidneys, heart and ears may occur. 
The most effective means of avoid- 
ing complications is to have medical 
treatment early and to follow the 
physician's Instructions faithfully 

Not every person is susceptible to 
scarlet fever, but to ascertain 
whether one Is susceptible, the 
pick test M reliable. It Is a simple 
pkin test applied to the forearm. 
Preventive Treatment 

Active Immunization: It takes at 
least two months to make a person 
artificially Immune hy the active 
method, which treatment 1* •"* 
series of five doses of scarlet 
fever toxin given a week apart. 
Parent* are well advised, therefore, 
not to wait until an epidemic ar- 
rives, hut to havo their chltd made 
Immune ns *on n as possible after 
his first birthday. 

Passive Immunization: Should 
scarlet fever develop In the house- 
hold, an emergency Immunltatlon 
U avallablo for the protection of 
very young children or persona 
whose health la helow par. This Is 
called passive Immunization. 
Through it an Immunity lasting 
from ten to M days only Is pro- 
duced hy a small" dose of scarlet 

fever antitoxin. 

A parent, who through careless- 
ness, allows his child to give scar- 
let fever to another cannot he too 
severely condemned. The moat 
exacting legal and moral ohllgation 
rests upon parents nnd house- 
holders to report all cases of 
scarlet fever. Including suspicious 
cases, to the medical officer of 
health. Only hy the maximum of 
co-operation between parents, 
teachers and health authorities can 
this or any other type of com- 
municable disease ha adequately 
controlled.
